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VERSION WITH MARKINGS TO SHOW CHANGES MADE 

Claims 3,4 and 6 were amended as follows: 

3. (Amended^ Laminated safety glass according to claim Itft^, characterized in that the 
proportion of the polyalkylene glycols in the total mixture for the intermediate layer is greater than 
10% by weight and less than 25% by weight. 

4. f Amended) L aminated safety glass according to any of claims l^tcrS^, characterized in that at 
least one plasticizer selected from the group consisting of 

- esters of polybasic aliphatic or aromatic acids, 

- polyhydric aliphatic or aromatic alcohols or oligoehter glycols having not more than four ether 
units with one or more unbranched or branched aliphatic or aromatic substituents, e.g. dialkyl 
adipate, dialkyl sebacate, esters of di-, tri- or tetraglycols with linear or branched aliphatic 
carboxylic acids 

is used as further plasticizer in the plasticizer mixture. 

6. rAmendedl Laminated safety glass according to any of claims l^to-5, characterized in that a 
polyvinyl butyral having from 19 to 22% by weight of vinyl alcohol radical and from 0.5 to 2.5% by 
weight of acetate radical is used as resin. 
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
